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Trumpet  Wins 
Honor  Rating 

The  WARTBURG  TRUMPET 
received  a  second  class  honor 
rating  in  the  National  Newspaper 
Critical  Service  of  the  Associated 
Collegiate  Press  for  the  academic 
year  1940-41.  This  rating  was  re- 
ceived in  competition  with  41  col- 
leges in  the  class  having  an  en- 
rollment of  500  or  less. 

This  marks  the  third  consecu- 
tive year  that  the  Trumpet  has  re- 
ceived this  award.  406  colleges  all 
over  the  United  States  competed 
in  the  contest  this  year. 

Highest  ratings  in  the  score- 
book,  which  gives  minute  atten- 
tion to  various  features  of  the  pa- 
per were  received  on  coverage, 
treatment  and  vitality  of  news, 
in  which  the  Trumpet  scored  an 
"excellent."  Newswriting  and 
features  were  rated  "very  good." 

These  criticisms  were  given  on 
the  issues  published  during  the 
first  semester  considered  as  a 
whole. 

This  year  the  Trumpet  is  also 
enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  con- 
tinuous service  department  of  the 
Associated  Collegiate  Press.  In 
this  service  the  paper  receives 
criticisms  on  10  individual  issues. 

The  total  ratings  of  the  All- 
American  Critical  Service  on  the 
current  volume  were  135  points 
higher  than  those  of  the  previous 
year.

16  Issues  During 
'40-41  School  Year 

Sixteen  issues  of  the  Trumpet 
were  published  by  the  Wartburg 
student  body  during  the  current 
year.  This  concludes  the  sixth 
consecutive  volume  since  the 
newspaper  was  established  in 
1935. 

The  Trumpet  is  an  8-page  news- 
paper, tabloid  size,  published  bi- 
weekly throughout  the  year. 

Bud  Hock  headed  this  year's 
staff  of  50  members,  assisted  by 
Bob  Wiederaenders,  associate  edi- 
tor, Ruth  Mardorf,  assistant  edit- 
or, while  Edwin  Schick  and  Jim 
Hughes  led  the  sports  and  editor- 
ial departments,  respectively. 

The  all-important  business  staff 
was  under  the  leadership  of  Les- 
ter Bergmann  the  first  semester, 
and  Ontke  Ihnen  the  second.  Ed- 
win Nuscher  and  Fred  Scherle 
were  the  advertising  managers 
during  the  year.
